Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of making packages wherein the web 
is coated with a contact adhesive on both sides, is wound up so that the spots do not 
overlap, and then is unwound and formed into three-dimensional packages by forming 
them around their contents. While Dexter teaches coating a web with a contact 
adhesive on both sides, winding it up so that the spots do not overlap, and then 
unwinding it and forming envelopes, there is no reason to apply the steps of applying 
the adhesive, winding, and unwinding to Focke et al. Additionally, the references do not 
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suggest forming the package around its intended contents. It is noted that -solid— was 
added to the claims to clarify that the packages are formed around physical contents 
and are not formed(i.e. around air) and then filled. The new step d) was added to add a 
necessary processing step as the specification does not disclose how to sever the 
blanks while the web is still wound up. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
